children under fourteen years of age in any ocoupation except farm 
or domestic labor, The effoct of lave 1957, chapter 278, section 1 
4e simply to add three other categories of employment in addition to. 
the farm and domestic Labor in which ohildren under under fourteen eat 
of age may be employed. 
a Agedn, nidce to the enactment of ne ie 
1957, chapter 278, section 2, RSA 27636 limited the number of hours. 
per day and week during which minors undcr sixteon years of are could, i 
be employed in any occupation, but specifically exempted domestic | | 
sorvice or work on a farm from its provisicns, Laws of 1957, chapter 
278, section 2 omitted the exemption of domestic service or work on; 
a farm from the hours of labor set therein for minors undor. sixteen ; 
years of ago. In other words, as a result of these two amendments, 
children under fourtoen years of age may still be employed at farm 
or domestic labor but if they are under sixteen years of age they are 9c
